Permit Appeals in Cases stated for Divisional Courts in 
Ireland to the Court of Appeal. 

B E it enacted, "by tlio Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in tliis present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 

5 1. This Act shall extend to Ireland only. 

2. This Act may he cited as the Oases Stated (Appeal) (Ireland) 
Act, 1895. 

3. From and after the passing of this Act an appeal shall lie to 
Her Majesty’s Court of Appeal in Ireland from the decision of a 
10 Divisional Court upon all cases stated for the opinion of such 
Divisional Courts upon questions of law. Provided always, that 
no such appeal shall be brought unless by leave of such Divisional 
Court, and subject to such terms as to costs or otherwise as the said 
court shall think right.
